A By-law to Acquire a Right-of-way by 
Expropriation for the Use of The 
Corporation of the District of 
Surrey in the Construction of the 
M. J. Shannon Sewer. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council is 
constructing sewer-works to serve an 
area in the vicinity of 144th Street from 
1044 Avenue to the Mary Jane Shannon 
School in the Municipality: 

And Whereas the Municipal Council 
deems it necessary to acquire a right-of- 
way for such sewer pursuant to section 
531 of the Municipal Act, chapter 255, 
R.S.B.C. 1960, and amendments thereto:

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to
